It was Miss Pearce who, when flames 
were destroying five structures in the 
village Wednesday and threat®ning the 
destruction of the whole town, sat calm- 
ly at a switchboard less than half a 
block away and summoned fire engines 
to the scene, then aroused the country- 
side so that the farmers could line up 
with the bucket brigade. 

“All the buildings which burned were 
frame, and they made a lot of smoke,” 
Miss Pearce told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday. ‘Some of it got into 
the office and choked me. I called up 
the St. Louis Fire Department first, and 
then the Old Orchard volunteers. 

“T guess about 150 farmers came. They 
got furniture out of some of the houses 
and helped throw water and put wet 
blankets on those which were in danger 
from the sparks.”’ 

Miss Pearce is a daughter of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Dickson of Affton. The fire 
did $26,000 damage.

MINE ARE HEARD 
BATTERING WALL 


Rescuers, Cut Off, Find They 
Are Trying to Break Into 
Adjoining Shaft. 


ALL LIKELY TO PERISH 


Suffocation Certain, Unless 
Partition Is Broken in 
Mine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVER, Colo., Dec. 15.—Twelve men 


entombed by an explosion and fire in 
one shaft of a mine 14 miles west of 
Denver can be heard working frantica- 
while rescuers 
are laboring in another shaft. 

Shafts Nos. 1 and 2 are parallel and 
sre separated by a narrow wall. The 
12 men were at work in No. 2 when the 
explosion occurred. The timbered sides 
of the shaft were aflame in a second, 
and the miners had no chance to escape. 

When the rescuers arrived they found 
it impossible to put out the fire or to 
descend into shaft No. 2. Led by Sam- 
uel Perry, president of.the mining com- 
pany, they went down into the other 
shaft and endeavored to break through 
the wall. While they were at work they 
conld hear the imprisoned miners at- 
tacking the barrier from the other side. 

There is no possibility of extinguish- 
ing thé flames, and the only hope for 
the 12 men is that the wall will be pene- 
trated before they suffocate. 

The scene of the fire is the Leyden 
Coal Co.’s workings at the town of Ley- 
den.

Entombed Men See Comrades 
Die Near, Unable to 
Help Them. 


By Associated Press. 

BLUEFIELD, .W. Va., Dec... .15.—T wo 
of the 13 men entombed by the mine ex- 
plosiong at Tacoma, Va., yesterday, in 
which 10 lives were lost, emerged from 
the workings today and told a dramatic 
story of the struggle to prolong life un- 
derground and how a small hole in an 
air pipe saved them, while their com- 
rades perished. 

G. E. Leapman and John Swete are 
the survivors of that struggle in the 
dark. When the exriosion took place 
they rushed for the air snaft. Finding 
exit impossible, they grasped a sledge 
hammer and with it broke a hole in a 
small air pipe. By placing their mouths 
ciose to this hole they obtained suf- 
ficient air to keep them alive. Unable 
to Suare their scanty supply of air, they 
were forced to watch the unavailing 
struggles of other workmen to reach 
the spot. 

Staggering from the gases, the other 
men fell, in some instc neces within a 
few feet of Leapman and Swete, but 
neither could aid the others. The only 
living thing about fhem when they left 
their refuge today to.seek the outer air 
was a mule. How the animal managed 
tc escape suffocation is a mystery, but 
it appeared little the worse fcr its ex- 
perience when Leapman and Swete led 
it from the mine.

Slayer Siieani¥ Victim Won 
Woman From Him, Then 
Sent Her Back.

CHARLESTON, Mo., Dec. 15.—It re- 
quired just 20 minutes for a jury to 
acquit Lee Whalen of the murder of 
a man who, he said, had stolen his 
wife and then forced him to take her 
back under threats to kill. 

Whalen’s victim was Raymond 
Nally, whom he had employed on his 
farm. Whalen testified that the 
trouble began when he found his wife 
and Nally near his home. Whalen 
had a revolver, but he said his wife 
and Nally took the weapon away 
from him and beat him until he was 
senseless. 

“I took my wife to Oklahoma, but 
Nally followed ug and caused trouble 
again,” Whalen said. ‘Finally she de- 
serted me, taking all the money I had. 

“I managed to make my way back to 
Missouri, penniless, and found my wifé 
here. We patched up our troubles tem- 
porarily, but Nally won her away from 
me again. Afterward he told me to 
take her back or he would kill me.”’ 

Whalen set out in a buggy one day in 
July, carrying a shotgun. ¢ He passed a 
field where Nally was working and, he 
gaid, Nally ordered him ’: halt. Whalen 
shot him to death. An pen knife was 
found on the ground beside the man’s 
body.

ASKED BY Wirt 


The Rev. Earl Hewson Is 
Asked to Explain to Prose- 
cuting Attorney. 





Mrs. Gertrude Hewson of 3744 Olive 
street called on Assistant Prosecuting 
attorney Falkenhainer Thursday and 
requested a warrant for the arrest of 
her husband, the Rev. Earl Hewson of 
2739 Dalton avenue, pastor of the Reber 
Place Congregational Church, from 
whom she has been separated for five 
years. Sho sald he had not contributed 
anything to her support since last Jan- 
uary. 

Falkenhainer tbok the application un- 
der advisement and wrote to Hewson, 
requesting him to come to his office 
Monday and explain. 

Pastor Hewson and his wife separated 
nearly five years ago, and contended be- 
fore Judge Kinsey in the Circuit Court 
for the possession of their daughter, 
Gertrude Earl. : 

The Court awarded the child to the 
mother, with the requirement that little 
Gertrude should make weekly visits to 
her father. These visits were the catise 
of friction, and within a year past Mrs. 
Hewson took the child out of the Court’s 
jurisdiction. When she returned last 
summer, Judge Kinsey changed his or- 
der and gave Hewson the child’s cus- 
tady. 

The husband filed suit for divorce at 
Clayton and the wife filed a crossbill, 
charging that Hewson was too attentive 
to women of his congregation, and did 
not treat her properly. Judge Wurde- 
man denied both a decree, said the 
husband had not given cause for di- 
vorce, and advised a reconciliation. 

So far as their friends know, the Hew- 
sons have made no httempt to fulfill 
Judge Wurdeman’s recommendation. An 
attempt to reconcile them, made by 
other Congregational. ministers in 1907, 
was futile. Hewson recently contributed 
an article to a religious paper declaring 
that divorce was not invariably an evil, 
and might be a blessing.

House” at the Sam 8. Shubert 
Theater. last night interpreted 
the exacting and always perilous role’ 
of Nora Helmer with a sureness of 
touch that caused it to stand out before 
one’s eyes:in its proper aspect as a clear 
and easily comprehensible character of 
the utmost simplicity in soul-structure. 
It is this vital essence of great sim- 
plicity, indeed, that creates the peril 
existent in Nora’s faithful picturing. 
Initially, she must be drawn as the 
simplest of women. Yet, ag her story 
progreses, the demand placed upon her 
portrayer calls for a range of dramatic 
power extending from the naive child- 
likeness of the typical ingenue to the 
most complex psychology of the tragic 
actress concerned with the acutest man- 
ifestation of profound feminine emotion. 
In the earlier moments of this most 
widély known play of Ibsen's writing 
Nora Helmer is a singularly obvious 
creature, her nature apparently re- 
stricted to the sounding of one note, 
thet of proud and happy young wife- 
hood and motherhood. 


She idolizes her husband and fondly 
believes him: to be the best and strong- 
est man in the world. She worships her 
little children and plays with them in all 
the swéet giéefulness of spirit born of 
maternal youthfulness. Her home is in- 
expressibly dear to her, she touches the 
‘material things of its belonging with 
that affectionate tenderness possible 
only to the home-loving woman.

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APARTMENTS IN 
CABANNE ADD 10 
SMOKE NUISANCE 


With Hotels in West End 
They Contribute a Tenth 
to Blanket. 


Investigation by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers Thursday showed that the apartment 
houses and family hotels of the most 
fashionable residence sections are the 
chief agencies In keeping those parts 
of the city under the smoke cloud, for 
the lifting of which the Post-Dispatch 
and civic organizations are now con- 
ducting a campaign. 

The 400 women, many of them recog- 
nized figures in society, who have or- 
ganized to discover and report violations 
of the smoke law, will find plenty of 
work in the neighborhood of their ewn 
homes. 

The smoke of apartment houses and 
residences it has been officially estimat- 
ed, furnished one-tenth of the entire 
city smoke problem. But on many days 
it is a problem all by fttself. When the 
wind carries the heavy smoke of fac- 
tories and powerhouses eastward, the 
apartment house and residence fumes 
still dim the sun’s rays in the Forest 
Park and Cabanne neighborhoods.

H. A. Remsbecher, manager of apart- 
ments controlled by the Weisels-Gerhart 
eal Estate Co., sald smoxeless coal, 
which chokes itself, was used in the 
San Marco, Knickerbocker, Louise, Ma- 
rion aod Von Versen apartments... This 
coal costs $% a ton, but the difference 
between its price and that of soft coal 
is greatly reduced by the much greater 
effectiveness of the smokeless coal.

- In every generation wige men have urged an 
end of war. Against them the ambitions of 
princes at first prevailed, in later years the greed 
of money kings, to whom war meant profit. Not 
until, through Mr. Carnegie’s Interest, the Peace 
Palace reared itself at The Hague as the first 
outward token of international amity, did the 
nations begin to consider seriously the possibility 
of disarmament. Since that time, thanks to a few 
good friends, the cause of peace has progressed 
amain. 

The $10,000,000 endowment of the peace. move- 
ment is a striking illustration of Mr. Carnegie’s 
consistent concentration on a few great Issues. 
Thus fortified, the advocates of peace will find 
their efforts multiplied a thousandfold, and the 
day when the world shall be relieved of the bur- 
den and the horrors of war comes measureably 
near. 

The masses of the great nations, they whose 
backs are bowed under the tax-load of war, and 
whose blood is shed when the nations rage, should 
join in wishing. the Laird o’ Skibo, chief propa- 
gandist of peace, a heartfelt “Merry. Christmas.” 
He is promoting the injunction “Peace on Earth.”

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
English vs. American Courts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

To adopt Judge Lawson's recommendations re- 
ferred te in your issue of yesterday would be a 
great legal calamity. It would be grossly un- 
just to call upon a citizen to defend against an 
indictment which neither fixes the time when or 
the place where the alleged offense was com- 
mitted. Against such a loosely-drawn indictment 
ro one could defend, There ig ne excuse for 
such carelessness. 

It would be usurping the province of the jury 
for the Appellate Court to admit testimony ruled 
out in the trial court, “and render a decision 
on the spot.” Better send the case back for re- 
trial, as our courts do, to have the evidence 
weighed and passed upon by the jury. This is 
the office of the jury. c 

Selecting the jury is perhaps the most impor- 
tant part of the trial, and the prospective juror 
should be carefully examined, and if found unfit 
to serve should be challenged. A trial] is not a 
tea party, as Judge Lawson supposes it should be. 

Judge Lawson boasts that 12 retrials only are 
granted annually by the English Court of Appeals. 
The better rule obtains here, where retriale are 
granted until a sound and just decision is reached. 

Judge Lawson advocates hasty and jll-consid- 
ered decisions. He says that the court “needs 
only to sleep over the proposition.” If I were 
a litigant I would shun a court of that sort and 
go, if possible, to one like those of Missouri, 
where the law and the evidence are carefully 
examined, though my case might not be decided 
“on the spot.” 

The appeal in the Crippen case is the climax 
and the crown of legal travesty. It consumed 
five days in. the lower court to try this case, yet 
with eyes closed, not reading a line of the law 
or the evidence in the case, this much-lauded En- 
glish Court of Appeals in a few minutes decided 
the case, though it involved the life of a human 
being; and that, too, without reducing their de- 
cision to writing. 

Judge Lawson is right in saying that the judges 
of our courts do not receive sufficient salary. 
Here is a problem for our next General Assem- 
bly. If a lazy English Judge, who reads neither 
the law nor the evidence in the cases before him, 
gets $40,000 annually, how much should our con- 
scientious hard-working and painstaking judges 
get annually?

It hangs A not 
simply because he has killed B, but in order that 
C when moved by evil passions to kill someone 
else may have before him the threatening specter 
of a gallows which may materialize to him if he 
fails to heed its foreshadowing. And “the State” 
sends the thief to jail not to prooure the return 
of the stolen diamonds to the individual loser, 
but te prevent others from becoming thieves and 
stealing the property of the rest of us.

.| scription was started which, within a 


Has Been Violated; Wants 
Indictment Quashed. . 


IS GARDNER CASE ECHO|§ 


Legality of. Taking Testi-|h 
mony in Shorthand to Be 
Threshed Out Friday. 


The question of whether the grand 
jury has a right to the services of a 
stenographer will be decided by Judge 
McQuillin Friday, when Attorneys Ar- 
thur N.'Sager and Grant Gillespie argue 
their motion to quash the indictment 
charging Patrolman Jacob Reinwald 
with perjury. The point has never been 
raised before in the St. Louis courts and 
members of the bar are watching the 
case with interest. 

Incidentally the motion to suspend the 
prosecution of Reinwald is virtually the 
first step in the defense of Leo Gardner, 
son of Harry B. Gardner, insurance 
promoter. The son is under indictment 
for manslaughter in the fourth degree 
for the killing of Jesse Williams, who 


was run down by an automobile at Fif- : 


teenth and Olive streets April 1. The 
point raised will have an important 
bearing also on the case of. the senior 
Gardner, who is charged with suborna- 
tion of perjury in connection with the 
grand jury's investigation of the Wil- 
liams killing. 2 


Sager Used Him as Witness. 

The principal witness against Rein- 
wald, objection to whose testimony 
forms the basis for the motion to quash, 
is BE. Wesley Weber, official stenogra- 
pher to the grand jury. As Circuit 
Attorney,. Sager used Weber as a wit- 
ness in the. prosecution of William R. 
Coyne, charged with perjury. 

The point raised by the defense in the 
Reinwald case is that the law does not 
properly provide for a grand jury’s ste- 
nographer, that in the employment of a 
shorthand reporter to take notes of its 
proceedings the grand jury violates the 
rule of secrecy by which it is governed, 
and further that the State has no right 
to place upon the witness stand a ste- 
nographey for the purpose of révealing 
grand jury secrets. 

Arguments on behalf of the State wil! 
be presented by Circuit Attorney Jones’ 
assistants, Charles B. Davis and Christy 
Farrar. 

The indictment of Reinwald followed 
his testimony before the grand jury, 


in which he saw the Gatdrier ‘auto’ in # 


the owner’s garage an hour before the 
killing of Williams and a few minutes 
after the fatal accident. George Bohn 
and Herbert Piper, previously ‘indicted 
for perjury, were taken before the 
grand jury a second time, and after 
they had purged themselves of the per-
